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Thirty  years  ago  much  of  old  Finchley  Common,  the  one-time  haunt  of  Dick 
Turpin  and  other  notorious  highwaymen,  was  untouched  by  the  hand  of  the  builder. 

Then  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Finchley  legislated  for  an  estimated 
population  of  33,000,  for  whom  there  was  no  hospital  accommodation  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood.  This  need  inspired  the  energies  of  a  group  of  public 
spirited  residents  in  the  Finchley s  who  conceived  the  idea  of  founding  a  hospital 
in  their  midst,  and  held  their  first  meeting  in  a  room  over  Mr.  E.  Danby’s  shop 
in  the  High  Street,  North  Finchley. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Ebenezer  Homan  two  acres  of  land 
were  acquired  on  the  edge  of  the  old  common  and  in  sight  of  the  Great  North  Road 
and  as  a  result  of  the  ready  response  to  the  public  appeal  a  hospital  of  18  beds 
was  erected  there  and  was  opened  in  1908  free  of  debt  and  having  the  name  of  the 
Finchley  cottage  Hospital,  The  first  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management  was 
the  late  Mr.  E.  A.  E.  Woodrow,  and  other  original  stalwarts  were  Mr.  E.  Danby 
and  Dr.  T.  W.  Hicks.  Numbered  amongst  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  ten  were  Drs. 
W.  R.  Qrr,  W.  S.  Rooke,  and  C.  F.  Winkfield.  The  first  two  are  still  active  and 
energetic  members  of  the  Staff.  The  first  Honorary  Consulting  Staff  consisted  of 
Sir  D’Arcy  Power,  K.B.E.,  and  Dr.  J.  Porter  Parkinson. 

After  the  Great  War  the  district  grew  very  rapidly  and  an  appeal  was  made 
to  the  public  for  funds  to  enlarge  the  Hospital  as  a  War  Memorial.  The  driving 
force  for  this  appeal  was  provided  by  the  galvanic  energy  of  Dr.  T.  W.  Hicks, 
M.B.E.,  J.P.,  and  by  1922  £22,000  had  been  raised,  a  Nurses5  Home  had  been 
built,  and  an  additional  ward  added,  bringing  the  hospital  accommodation  for 
patients  up  to  47.  The  War  Memorial  Extension  was  dedicated  in  November  1922, 
by  General  Sir  Ian  Hamilton,  and  the  Cottage  Hospital  became  The  Finchley 
Memorial  Hospital.  Two  more  acres  of  ground  were  acquired  in  1923,  in  anticipation 
of  further  extensions. 

In  1928,  on  the  retirement  of  the  late  Mr.  Walter  Cope,  who  had  succeeded 
Mr.  Woodrow  in  1911  and  had  filled  the  chair  for  17  years  with  outstanding  ability, 
the  late  Mr.  Lionel  Savory  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 
Those  responsible  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital  were  keenly  alive  to  the 
changing  conditions  around  them  and,  visualising  the  effects  of  the  rapidly  increasing 
motor  traffic,  boldly  took  the  pioneer  step  in  1927  of  erecting  male  and  female 
Casualty  Wards  and  Casualty  Operating  Theatre  with  convenient  access  by  a 
separate  entrance,  thus  enabling  accident  cases  to  be  dealt  with  promptly  and 
without  disturbance  to  the  other  patients. 

In  1930  fresh  extensions  were  planned  and  by  1933  the  Nursing  Staff  had 
been  provided  with  a  dining  room,  sitting  rooms,  and  their  sleeping  accommodation 
had  been  increased  by  14  more  bedrooms.  This  new  extension  also  added  to  the 
Hospital  26  single  rooms  for  private  patients,  together  with  a  Solarium,  and  con¬ 
stitutes  a  block  of  Private  Wards  which  compares  favourably  with  any  in  the 
country  and  fills  a  much  needed  want  in  the  District.  This  new  wing  was  opened 
in  March  1933,  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord  Horder,  who  graciously  consented 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Consulting  Staff,  which  by  this  time  had 
increased  to  12  and  comprised  gentlemen  of  the  highest  repute  in  every  branch 
of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  Hospital  had  now  grown  to  72  beds  with  an  Honorary 
Medical  Staff  of  27,  a  Resident  Medical  Officer  had  been  appointed,  Finchley  had 
been  granted  a  Charter,  and  its  population  had  increased  to  62,000. 

Mr.  Lionel  Savory,  who  had  with  such  ability  and  zeal  presided  over  the 
Committee  of  Management  whilst  the  great  years  of  growth  were  taking  place,  died 
in  October  1935,  and  in  the  following  year  Sir  Harold  Bellman,  M.B.E.,  J.P., 
was  elected  Chairman.  Under  his  guidance  we  look  forward  with  confidence  and 
courage  to  a  wider  sphere  of  activity  and  trust  that  added  lustre  will  redound  to 
the  fair  name  of  the  Finchley  Memorial  Hospital.

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THE  THIRTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

of 

THE  FINCHLEY  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

for  the  Year  1937. 


The  Committee  of  Management  present  the  thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
of  the  Hospital,  together  with  the  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  Year  ended  31st 
December,  1937. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  treated  1,144  patients.  On  an  average  these 
patients  have  remained  in  the  Hospital  for  18  days  and  have  cost  £10  13s.  Id.  per 
patient  and  £4  2s.  3d.  per  patient  per  week.  The  Private  Wards  continue  to  fulfil 
an  essential  need  of  the  district.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-six  patients,  through  this 
provision,  have  been  able  to  be  treated  by  their  own  Medical  Attendants. 

In  the  X-Ray  Department  915  examinations  were  undertaken  and  the  Masseuse 
gave  1,310  massage  and  electrical  treatments  to  patients  in  the  General  Wards. 

In  a  district  like  Finchley  through  which  two  main  roads  pass,  scarcely  a  day 
goes  by  .without  one  or  more  persons  being  brought  to  the  Hospital  as  the  result  of 
street  accidents,  and  the  number  of  casualties  treated,  but  not  detained,  was  666. 

There  were  671  operations,  a  number  of  which  were  performed  by  members  of 
the  Consulting  Staff. 

It  is  with  very  sincere  regret  that  they  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  A.  E. 
Woodrow,  F.R.I.B.A.,  in  July,  1937.  Mr.  Woodrow  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Hospital  in  1904  and  a  member  of  the  first  Committee.  For  many  years  he  held  the 
positions  of  Honorary  Architect,  Honorary  Secretary  and  Trustee  of  the  Hospital 
and  Samaritan  Funds.  The  Woodrow  Ward  for  Women  was  opened  in  1922  and 
named  after  him  in  recognition  of  his  devoted  services. 

Owing  to  the  overcrowding  of  sleeping  arrangements  in  the  Hospital  for  the 
Staff,  the  Committee  have  under  consideration  the  provision  of  a  new  Nurses'  Home 
and  in  view  of  the  approaching  introduction  of  the  “Nurses  Charter"  before  Par¬ 
liament  this  has  undoubtedly  become  a  matter  of  extreme  urgency. 

GUILD  OF  SERVICE 

The  Committee  much  appreciate  the  work  of  the  ladies  of  the  Linen  League 
and  Working  Parties  in  providing  linen,  surgical  supplies  and  garments,  and  under¬ 
taking  the  mending  required. 

Mrs.  W.  Makin  very  kindly  accepted  the  Honorary  Secretaryship  of  the  Guild 
of  Service  in  succession  to  Miss  Anne  Hawkins,  and  her  valuable  help  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 

EGG  APPEAL  AND  POUND  DAY 

These  appeals  met  with  good  results  although  rather  less  than  in  1936. 

The  total  number  of  Eggs  received  was  6,357  valued  at  £33  2s.  2d. 

Pound  Day  was  held  on  Wednesday,  27th  October,  when  Miss  Curigwen  Lewis 
received  the  gifts,  details  of  which  appear  on  page  11.  Unfortunately  the  day  was 
a  very  wet  one. 

HOSPITALS’  WEEK 

In  order  to  avoid  the  holding  of  so  many  Flag  Days  in  London  a  conference 
between  representatives  of  Hospitals  was  held  at  the  instigation  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Police,  when  it  was  agreed  to  organise  a  Hospitals’  Week  from  2nd  to 
8th  May. 

The  Flag  Day  for  this  district  was  held  on  Saturday,  8th  May,  and  resulted  in 
the  sum  of  £156  15s.  8d.  being  placed  to  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital.  To  the  Organisers 
and  Collectors  sincere  thanks  are  extended.

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X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 


This  Department  was  opened  in  January  1917  and  has  been 
considerably  enlarged  and  re-equipped  since  then.  The  facilities 
offered  are  available  not  only  to  In-Patients  but  also  to  Finchley 
residents  in  general.  Such  patients  must  be  recommended  by 
their  own  Doctors  who  will  make  the  necessary  appointments. 

The  fees  payable  vary  according  to  the  extent  of  the  examination 
required  and  may  be  ascertained  on  application  at  the  Hospital. 
Over  900  examinations  were  undertaken  during  the  year  1937* 


The  Private  Ward  Block  was  opened  in  March  1933  and  consists 
of  26  separate  rooms  at  charges  varying  from  four  to  seven  guineas 
per  week.  The  total  cost  of  the  building  and  equipment  was 
approximately  £20,000.  Since  this  new  block  was  opened,  2117 
patients  have  been  admitted.  Subject  to  certain  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  private  patients  may  be  attended  by  their  own  doctors 
although  not  on  the  staff  of  the  hospital. 

The  Visiting  Hours  are  10.30  to  11.30  a.m.  ;  2.30  to  3.45  p.m.  ; 
and  7  to  8  p.m.  daily .
